THE FALL OF ATLANTA. 
Atlanta fell, as ail men will remember who 
recall the let that pervaded the country dur- 
ing.tha: trying. time of 1304. McClellan bad 
been nominared for the Presidency against Lin- 
eoin, and the summer had almost ; assed before 
the ante pated successes of Grant had been 
realized. The OCouwfederate armies were making 
a gallant resistance m Vircinia aud the West. 
Grant was ateadily * pegging away” throug’ 
tue Wilderness, aud Sherman was slowly forcing 
bis army into the mountains of Georgia. The 
country hed almost déepaired of & victory.

When steady, serious oid Thomas 
beard the news he “snapped his 
whistied, and almost danceil.”

But Sherman was. imperative in his res u- 
tion. Ik,“ he said to Halleck at the tidie, *‘ the 
people raise a how! against my bat barity and 
cruelty, | will apswer sbat war is war aud not 
popularity „„ if they want peace, they 
and their relatives must stop the war.”

WHO PLANNED THE MARCH TO THE SEA? 
Tus general opinion has been that, while Gen. 
Sherman commanded the army which marched 
from Atlanta to Savannah aad from thence to 
Richmond, the conception oi the plan belongs to 
Gen. Giant, Tt is well that this question shoud 
be fo many respects the march to the 
pea andes out from the Hebeliion as the most 
brilliant achievement of the War. On the 12th 
of September, 1964, Gen. Grant wrote to Sher- 
man he did not koow what to do with Sber- 
man's army, aud was distarbed by the dilliculties 
of sop los it, and intimated that it might be 
woll reaten Macon and Augusta.

Many of the chief actors in this national 
drama still live, and the personal differences 


that arose in the War are like old and ugly 


wounds, constantly reopening and as sensitive 


| as ever to probing. No man prominent in 


Smenman has been popu- 
larly known for his frankness and bluntness 
rather than for any other characteristic, 
and he was not the man to mince matters nor 
to trim down events and criticisms to concili- 
ate anybody.

he long resisted tempting offers from pub- 
lishers for a history of the Rebellion from 
his pen. He declined to enter upon this 
task, but was finally persuaded to publish his 
own memoirs, though originally collated for 
posthumous publication, and he now modest- 
ly expresses the hope that they may assist 
the future historian when he comes to de- 
scribe the whole Rebellion and account for 
the motives and reasons that prompted cer- 
tain actions The form in which Gen. Surn- 
man’s views of the War are presented re- 
lioves them to some extent of the formal re- 
sponsibility of the historian and military 
critie, but they will undoubtedly lead to 


to contest any of his positions of their sharp- 
est weapons by adopting a style notable for 
its candor and fairness, and for its freedom 
from acrimony. Considering the biuntness 
of. the man and the events he had to deal 
with, his account of the War is notable rather 
for the magnanimity shown to rivals and 
comrades than for harshness of criticism. 
The conspicuous place which Gen. Sun. 
Mun occupies in American history fully war- 
rants the large amount of space which he has 
given to the events of his early career, and 
he has succeeded, by means of a remarkable 
memory and a picturesque style, in investing 
this portion of his memoirs with something 
more than a personal interest. His life is a 
striking illustration of the fallacy of the pop- 
ular superstition that s rolling stone gathers 
no moss. Gen. Suenman’s career. prior 
to his entering the Union army ss

A message was sent to the President de- 
manding from him a public disavowal of any 
intention on his part to be a candidate for a 
third term, and declaring that his failure to 
comply with the demand would imsure for 
him the fate of Omi and Lot. The 
communication was along one, and recited 
that the signers had been his friends and sup- 
porters; referred to the rumors of his geck- 
ing a third election, and to the scandslous 
discussions that had followed; and claimed 
that he owed it to the people to publicly dis- 
claim any intention to be a candidate. The 
letter asserted that ifs authors were a 
band of patriots who had pledged their lives, 
fortunes, and honor to Preserve the country 
against Omsarism, and thatthis refusal to re- 
pudiate all intention to be a candidate would 
furnish just grounds for the belief that the 
imputations against him were well founded.

This letter, it is said, was written and de- 
livered in the summer of, 1873,. when the 
President was with his family at Long 
Branch. The letter, however, failed in its 
purpose to frighten the President into mak- 
ing the disclaimer; but the writer leaves it 
to conjecture whether it had the effect of 
preventing him from doing, under a threat, 
what he otherwise would have done readily ; 
and the article thus concludes ; 

But ean there be a spirited or honorable man on 
earth, who even had any respect for the President, or 
the exalted offices he holds, who could have wished 
him to make such a disclaimer in the face of such a 
demand and threat? Osan any one wonder that this, 
if no other consideration, should have prevented his 
making one? Was u bot eiough, apart from all 
other objections, to have constrained him to turn «a 
deaf ear to all subsequent demands of a similar nature, 
whetber they proceeded from friend or fve ? 

We publish this story for what it is worth. 
Opinions will differ as to whether this is not 
another assault. upon the President, under 
the over of offering an excuse or apology 
for something which needs no exctise or 
apology. Why should the President make a 
public disclaimer of an intention to do any 
get? If the President had the power of 
re-electing himself, then such a disclaimer 
would probably be proper, But when so 
many Presidents have tried to have them- 
selves elected even to a second term, and 
failed lamentably, it ought to be understood 
pretty well by this time that the people elect 
Presidents, and that Presidents do not elect 
themselves. The President cannot decline in 
advance an office which has not been offered 
him.

precious fluid is more abundant, manufacto- 
ries use it as a motive-power and as a sewer 
to carry away their refuse. It is much too 
valuable to be absorbed in drinking and wash- 
ing. So the average Briton uses a compound 
of water, sewage, mud, and microscopic par- 
asites for such purposes. The evil is by no 
means confined to small towns. It is per- 
haps greatest in London, where the drainage 
of a million people oozes into the source of 
supply. And itis universal. A short time 
ago, a member of the finest Club in London, 
the Athenseum, examined the tank from which 
the water used in the Club was drawn. He 
found a foot of slime at the bottom of it. 
Upon trying the water under a microscope, 
he discovered an infinite variety of the most 
horrid forms of life. He detailed his studies 
and their results in a letter to the London 
Times. Attention was called to the matter 
in Parliament, and the. writer was accorded 
un interview with members of the Ministry. 
The latter promised to take action on the mat- 
ter. Meanwhile, zomescientific men tookit on 
themselves to make a careful investigation 
into the whole water-supply of London, They 
found it almost incredibly bad. The inhab- 
itants of the world’s great city are practically 
drinking their own sewage,—only this and 
nothing more. The matter is avery serous 
one, for good water is one of the prime neoes- 
saries Of health and life. Mr. Daa, 
early in the session of Parliament, announced 
in a jaunty, offhand way that he would attend 
to the purification of the water-supply at 
once. Now he has made the humiliating 
confession, throngh one of his subordinates, 
that the question is too vast” for the Gov. 
ernment to frame an answer to it. If this is 
90, the danger is evidently too vast for any 
one person to wholly escape it, English.
